that he w as wounded in the side, his 
description of

sponding with that o f H ow ard, w hose 
story of the killing had been doubted 
in som e quarters.

surrendered 
with four Others of the six w ho a c ­ 
cep ted S la ughte r’s offer of freedom, 
told officials he shot S la ughte r in the 
back and had intended to shoot him 
from the m om ent the p a rty escaped. 
T he note How ard say s he left in the 
p rison, bearing tho sam e statem ent, 
could not he found early today . 
Beside the body of S laughter, a c ­ 
cording to H ow ard ’s story , lay a d y ­ 
ing negro, wounded in a b rush with 
the authorities of Renton, w ho were 
w atching for the fleeing p risoners.
